When a city starts the record- 


breaking habit, it’s hard to stop. 
Bank clearings, opera recéipts, ev- 
erything—noéow Atlanta breaks her 
rain-fall record. Not since 1881 has 
précipitation precipitated so out- 
landishly as it has the last four 
months, — . 

Just 30.69 inches, 11.85 more than 
the average for January, February. 
March and April, is 1920’s record up 
to date. And all this breaking of 
former records without the slightest 
recourse to the torrents that fell all 
day Sunday and through Monday 
morning. Just a meager, compara- 
tively 1.45 snus tale in that time, 
which will be a part of May’s rain 
account. : 

In 1881, for the same four months, 
there fell on the city a total depth 
of 34.32 inches, which is not such a

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Muskogee, Ala., May 3.—The num- 

ber of persons known to have been 
killed in the tornado at Peggs, 
Cherokee county, ‘reached 51 early 
tonight, according to a _ telephone 
message from Locust Grove,- with 
seven persons not accounted for and 
aboout 100 injured. 
- Peggs virtually was destroyed by 
the tornado Sunday night and the 
list of casualties continued to in- 
rescue parties 
from surrounding towns pressed 
their search of the ruins of the vil- 
No estimate of property loss 
was available. 

Relief parties from Tahlequah, 15 
miles from Peggs, and the nearest 
railroad town, and from Locust 
Grove and Muskogee, which went to 
the stricken village this morning, 
searcheda all day in the mud and 
tangled wreckage for victimis of the 
storm. The relief parties included 
many nurses and physicians who 


had seen service in France during. 


the war. 
Train Load of Injured. 

A tfain load of injured, number- 
ing between 30 and 40, arrived at 
Muskogee early’ tonight. Other 
trains bearing injured were sent to 
Tahlequah and Vinta. 

Wire communication with the 
storm-swept area was impossible 
today, information being relayed by 


-messengér to nearby towns where 


it was sent out by telephone. 

Members of rescue parties who 
returned to Muskogee tonight with 
the injured told of difficulties en- 
eountered in finding and identify- 
ing the bodies of the victims. A de- 
luge of rain accompanied the to- 
nado and the village was a mass of 
wreckage, with numerous pools of 
water and mud shoe-top deep. 

In many cases several bodies were 


found among the ruins of a single 


building. Through a freak of the 
storm a small frame building, unin- 
habited, was left standing in the 
heart of the town while brick struc- 
tures surrounding, which had 
housed many persons, were razed. 
Clothing was found on trees several 
miles from the apth of the storm. A 
large gasoline barrel was found 
flattened and wrapped tightly 
around the trunk of a tree. 

The area swept by the tornado 
was said by members of rescue par- 
ties to be about three miles long 
and a mile wide. 

Pergs was a village of about 250 
inhabitants. Only three buildings 
were standing after the storm 
passed. 

Families Were Crushed. 

Whole families were crushed to 
death when their homes were torn 
to pieces by the force of the gale. 
Nine members of the Levens family 
were killed, seven of the Littlefield 
family, eight persons by the name 
of Frank and five members of the 
Wilkerson family are among the 


' dead. 


Forty-three bodies have been re- 
covered by rescue workers. For- 
ty-two coffins are being sent 
to the scene of the storm from Tah- 
lequah. This is as many as could 
be found in the city. 

The little village of Peggs is on 
the northern border of Cherokee 
county about sixty miles east of 
Tulsa. The place is off the rall- 
road and is situated in the foot- 
hills. 

The only physician in the town, 
Dr. W. A. Hill, also was killed. 

Tahlequah doctors were the first 
to reach the scene. Six physicians 
left there immediately after the 
storm was sighted last night. Later 
they sent calls for more assistance 
and at 6 o'clock this morning one 
hundred automobiles with men ard

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Daughter, Who Had No 
Medical Attention—De- 
fendants in Court Back- 
ed by Their Church. 


\ Newark, N. J. May 3.—Accusation 
that Andrew Walker and his wife, 
Elizabeth, “with force an@ arms, 
one Dorothy Walker, in the peace 
of God, of this state and the juris- 
diction of this court, then and there 
being, feloniously did kill and slay,” 
is the charge against the Parents of 
a little girl who died of diphtheria 
without medical’ attendance other 
than Christian Science practi- 


tioners. i 

The Walkers went on trial today 
in the court of quarter session here 
on a direct charge of manslaughter, 
based on the fact that they refused 
to call a physician for their 9-year- 
old daughter. The case has aroused 
the attention not only of jurists and 
medical men, but of the Christian 
Science church heads themselves, 
who have raised a large defense 
fund, aided by a contribution from 
the Mother church in Boston. 

Dorothy died on May 4, a year ago. 
Investigation by Health Officer 
Charles V. Craster developed the 
fact that diphtheria Was the caus 
of death. The father was sufferin 
from the same disease, and the lit- 
tle girl had been ill for ten days. 
Dr. Craster declared that the 
Walkers told him that it was at the 
girl’s own request that no regular 
physicians had been called in. 

Opening the case for the state, 
Assistant Prosecutor John A. Bern- 
hard told the jury he would show 
that parents are under @ legal duty 
to provide necessary medical care 
for their children, and that if Doro- 
thy had had such care, she would 
have ‘lived, P a . 
. Mueves for Dismissal. — 


. Attorney Lindabury, for the de- 
fense, immediately moved for a dis- 
missal on the ground that the in- 
dictment redd “by force and arms, 
did kill and slay,” whereas the pros- 
ecution only offered to prove passive 
negifwence. The court reserved de- 
cision on this point. Attorney Lin- 
dabury then moved a dismissal of 
the case against the mother on the 
ground that she is under no obliga- 
tian to-provide medical care while 
the father is living. 

“The modern woman would not 
agree to that,” said Judge Harry V. 
Osborne, denying the motion, 

Assistant County Physician Wil- 
liam Miningham, testifying for the 
state that Dorothy would have re- 
covered if given proper médical 
attention, and that antitoxin ad- 
ministered at the proper time was 
all that was needed to effect acure. 

“Would you say to the parents of 
such a child, “upon administering 
antitoxin, I stake my reputation 
that the child ~will get well?” Dr. 
Miningham was asked. 

“No; I would't say that,” he re- 
plied. “I would say that the child 
ought to get well.” 

Backed by the funds collected 
from every Christian Science church 
in the state, the defendants will 
fight the case, if was said, to the 
court of last resort. 


PERSHING HALTED 
BY PANAMA MOB 


General Forced to Return 
to Hotel—Mob Angered 
by Cession of Island to 
United States. 


Panama, May 3.—United States 
army officers and soldiers were to- 
‘da yordered not to enter the city 
of Panama. The order was issued 
by Major General’ Kennedy, com- 
mander in the Panama canal zone, 
as a result of the’ demonstration 
held last night -by Pahamans in 
protest against the United States 
acquiring part of Taboga island 
for canal defense purposes. 

Several thousand people took 
part in the demonstration, and an 
automobile in which General Per- 
shing was driving to a ball in his 
honor at the Union club was halt- 
ed by the procession and forced to 
return to the hotel. 

Mobs later formed in the streets 
and irresponsible persons threw 
rocks at prominent Panama offi- 
cials, a number of whom were in- 
jured. Mounted policemen, acting 
on orders of Mayor Boyd, charged 
and dispersed the demonstrators. 


Major General Chase E. Ken- 
nedy, commander of the American 
troo in the canal zone, follow 
‘receipt of reports of the roc 
throwing. ordered all American 
officers attending the ball to leave 
immediately.

render its decision, 

Monday’s meeting was the second 
at which members of the confeder- 
ate organizations attacked the. his- 
tory. Its adoption was recommend- 
ed at the former meeting by the 
committee on history, composed of 
five principals and teachers in the 
city schools, and Superintendent W. 
F. Dykes concurred in their recom- 
mendation. 

Vehement in Charges. 

John Ashley Jones, speaking for 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans; 
Judge George Hillyer, Walter P. 
Andrews and others were vehement 
in their charges that “The History 
of the Ameriean People” is unfit to 
be taught to the children of Atlanta. 

They declared it to be socialistic, 
to magnify the part the northern 
soldiers played in the civil war, and 
the part the northern colonies took 
in the revolutionary war, to be un- 
fair in its treatment of the negro 
question, and to contain other glar- 
ing errors and omissions. —— -

for freedom. “That Is a historical, 
lie,” said Mr. Andrews. ‘The’ south, 
fought for the principle of self-de- 
termination, and if the book didn’t 
make another single statement than 
that. it ought to be kicked out of 
the public schools.”

Also that John 
Wesley, fouder of Methodism, is not 
spoken of, but a whole paragraph is 
devoted to Robert Dale Owen, who 
tried to found a socialist colony in 
Indiana. 

Judge Hillyer described the his- 
tory as an artful work which by its 
color and notions will cause a per- 
son to drift almost unawares into 
acceptance of its “unfair” teach- 
ings. “By its insiduous teaching,” 
sad Judge Hillyer, “children will get 
the idea that everything ought to be 
turned topsy-turvy, and they will 
get a prejudiced view of the classes. 
It leans toward the idea that rulers 
ought to pick out a particular class 
and to a certain extent favor them. 
I am of the opinion that this book 
will do a great deal of harm if in- 
dorsed by the board of education.”

to the block in which the delivery 
is to be made in the “non-parking 
zone” or to haul any load from a 
point within this zone to points 
outside, provide@ that the vehicle 
be driven over the shortest route 
within the “non-parking zoneg’ 
Parking in the Nmited zone wouta 
be restricted ‘between 8 o’clock in 
the evening to one hour. 

One Way Thoroughfare. 

If passed as written, the meas- 
ure would change ten downtown 
streets to one-way thoroughfares. 

Territory embraced in the “lim- 
ited zone” and the “non-parking 
zone” as defined in the ordinance 
is as follows: 

The term ‘‘limited zone’’ within the mean- 
ing of this erdinance shall constitute all: 
that part of the city of Atianta outside 
the ‘‘non-parking zone’’ and within the fol- 
lowing named streets, including the boun- 
dary streets named, in which territory no 
parking of vehicles shall be permitted for 


a continuous period of more than one hour 
between the hours of 8 a. m. and 7 p. m., 
unless otherwise specifically designatea: 
Starting at the northwest corner intersec- 


tion of Spring and West Baker; West Bak- 
er west to Peachtree; West Peachtree to 
Porter place; Porter place to Peachtree 
and Ivy; Ivy and Central avenue to Trinity 
avenue; Trinity avenue to Madison avenue; 


Madison avenue across the railroad yards 


. to Spring street; Spring street to the north 


side of West Baker. et 
The term ‘‘nou-parking zone’’ within the 
meaning of this ordinance shall constitute 
all that part of the city of Atlanta bounded 
by the following named atreets, and also 
including the boundary streets named, with- 
in which territory no parking of vehicles 
shall be permitted unless otherwise specifi- 
cally designated: Starting at the inter- 
section of Peachtree and the north boundary 
of Cain; following Peachtree to Pryor; south 
on Pryor tothe south side of Mitchell; west 
on Mitchell to Madison avenue; north on 
Forsyth to Marietta; west on Marietta to 
a north on Fairlie and Ellis to Peach- 
ee. 


One-Way Streets. 


One-way streets were designated 
to facilitate the movement of traf- 
fic as follows:

El] Paso, Texas, May 3.—Juarez 
tonight is in the hands of the 
Sonora revolutionists. The revolu- 
tion was peaceable and its an- 
nouncement by General J. Gonzalo 
Escobar was accompanied by a pop- 
ular celebration. The Obregon junta 
trom El Paso crossed to Juarez to- 
night. 

A telegram from Consul J. B. 
Stewart, in Chihuahua _ City, .to 
American Consul Dow, in Juarez, to- 
night said that the district sur- 
rounding the state capital is quiet, 
and all Americans are safe. The 
telegram added that Parral\ and 
Cusihuirachio, two important in- 
ing towns, are in the hands of the 
rebels. Americans there are safe, 
and operations of the mines and 
smelters were not intérrupted when 
the change of government occurred, 
Mr. Stewart said. 

Military men in the mining dis- 
tricts controlled by the rebels hav 
announced that foreigners will be 
permitted to continue to reside 
there, and will be given complete 
protection. <All foreign residents 
are being treated with utmost con- 
sideration, Mr. Stewart declared, 

Following the fighting for pos- 
session of the state capital, the 
rebel commanders forbade looting, 
released all politica® prisoners and 
announced that Mexicans and for- 
eigners alike would not be mo- 
lested if they maintained absolute 
neutrality, Mr. Stewart added, 


Sonora Leaders in Charge. 


General ‘lias P. Calles and Gov- 
ernor Adolfo de La Huenma, of So- 
nora, are expected at Juarez to- 
morrow to take charge of the situ- 
ation. Earlier in the day it had 
been announced that the Juarez re- 
volt had no connection with the 
Sonora movement, but this was de- 
nied tonight. 

Revolutionary troops entering the 
city were acclaimed amid wild 
scenes of joy, bands playing and 
the populace crying “Viva Obre- 
gon.” 

It was announced in Juarez this 
afternoon that some of the Mexi- 
can federal customs officials have 
been arrested by the revolutionists, 
now in control of the city. Money 
and papers in possession of those 
officials were seized, it was said. 
Mayor J. Trinidad Romero and 
Chief of Police Antonio Ruelas were 
declared to be virtually under ar- 
rest, although they were being al- 
lowed the freedom of the city. 

Saloons have been closed. Al- 
though the border was closed to 
traffic for a short time, Americans 
are again being permitted to cross 
to Juarez, although they are ad- 
vised not to do 80. 

General Urbalejo,.enemy of Obre- 
zon and commander of the federal 
troops at Casas Grandes, arrived in 
Juarez at 9 o’clock tonight and im- 
mediately went into conference 
with General J. G. Escobar, com- 
mander of the Juarez garrison. 
Obregonistas here earlier in the 
evening expressed the fear that 
hatred for Obregon 
might cause him to attack Juarez 
with his Indian troops.

According to General Calles, the 
delay was caused by the desire to 
have the revolt of Carranza troops 
complete and take the city without 
fighting. 

“We did .this to avoid any com- 
PNeations with the United States 
authorities,” he said. “We feared 
that in a battle bullets might fall 
into American territory.” _ 

More than half the length of the 
international boundary between the 
United States and Mexico now is 
held by the revolutionists, he add- 
ed, and conferences are being held 
through which they hope to soon 
have the entire international boun- 
dary in their hands. Thus Carran- 
za’s only communication with the 
outside world would be by ocean 
routes. 

To Invade Chihuahua. 


General Calles announced late to- 
day that his troops here would move 
into Chihuahua immediately. Casas 
Grandes will be the first objective. 
At Casas Grandes there are be- 
tween 300 and 500 Carranza troops, 
it was said, and among these have 
been reported evidences of pro-rev- 
oultionary tendencies. 

From Casas Grandes the troops 
of Calles will be entrained for 
Juarez.

Mr. McCone charged that the un- 
ion, through exercise of censorhip 
by the shop chapel, kept articles un- 
favorable to organized labor out of 
most newWwspapers.~ ; 

Mr. McCone asserted that all 
members of the typographical union 
were forced to take an oath which 
he said was “decidedly un-Ameri- 
can.” He said the principal para- 
graph of this oath declared that 
members of the union should place 
“fidelity to rhy unién and its meyw- 
bers above any other obligation, so- 
cial, political, religious, fraternal or 
otherwise.” | 

‘They are forced to place their 
fidelity to the union above the 
ehurch and the nation,” he added. 

Exeise Tax on Newspapers. 

Before Mr. McCone had injected a 
new feature into the hearing, Sena- 
tor Reed’s proposal to tax newspa- 
pers issuing more than a stipulated 
number of pages was discussed, 
commefided and condemned. Jason 
Rogers, publisher of The New York 
Globe, approved it, with the added 
suggestion, that all advertisements 
overaquarter of a page in size be 


taxed. This, he thought, would keep 
jdown the size of papers and sav 
enough newsprint to end the 
ent shortage. 

Nearly all of the witnesses agreed 
that voluntary curtailment, aided 
posibly by pressure of some kind 
from the government, would solve 
the problem.’ 

F. St. Johns Richards, manager 
of the New York business office of 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, op- 
posed the excise tax, declaring that 
it would drive out of business many 
of the larger newspapers, which, he 
said, must publish more than fifty 
pages in order to show a profit. He 
said government regulation was 
unnecessary, that the publishers 
themselves would work out a solu- 
tion of the problem. 


Big City Papers Blamed. 


Rogers, of The New 
declared the large 
responsible for the 
paper ‘situation and that their 
refusal to co-operate in the face 
of threatened erisis had resulted Mm 
the small newspapers facing ex- 
tinction. 

“The remedy is to get inside of 
the production,” Mr. Rogers said. 

“Legislation is needed to limit the 
size of the big papers, the wasters 
and profiteers, for that is all they 
are. They are using all the paper 
they can get their,hands on, be- 
caugpe they can get all the advertis- 
ing they can print and thus make 
money on any amount of print pa- 
per, even at.the present prices. The 
little fellows forged into the open 
market, cannot /break even.” 

Theré were only twenty-five or 
thirty such offenders, Mr. Rogers 
testified, adding that in twenty- 
eight cities of the ‘country 111 daily 
newspapers printed 12,000,000 cop- 
ies, or 44 per cent of the _ total 
newspaper circulation of the cotn- 
try and 74 Sunday papers sold 10,- 
000,000 copies, or 50 per cent of the 
country’s total Sunday circulation. 

Mr. Rogers declared that an ad- 
vertisement in The Chicago Tribune 
last winter showed that one Sunday 
edition of that paper used more 
print paper than all the papers in 
Canada used in two daily editions, 
CENSORSHIP CHARGE 
DENIED BY UNION. 

Iu ‘anapolis, May  3,—Charges 
(that the International Typograph- 
ical union exercised a censorship 
over the news cohimns of all ex- 
cept four newspapers of the coun- 
try were declared to be “absolutely 
untrue,” by Walter W. Barrett, vice 
president of that organization, here 
today. 

He declared there was no basis 
for such a statement which was 
made by E. J. McCone, of The Buf- 
falo Commercial, testifying before 
the senate newsprint paper investi- 
gating committee. The union, he 
said, never has supported any such 
action and never will. 

“There have been a few attempts 
in newspaper offices of shop chap- 
els to exercise a censorship in keep: 
ing out of print stories unfavorable 
to organized labor,’’ Mr. Barret! 
said. “But in -every in-‘~"%e° the 
typographical union has supported 
the publisher.” 

Mr. Barrett said the officials of 
the unin knew nothing of a cen- 
sorship being exercised in the of- 
fices of The Buffalo News when 
Judge Elbert Gary, of the United 
States Steel corporation. testified 
before a senate investigating com- 
mittee regarding the principle .of 
freedom of contract. 

Mr. McCone has been at logger- 
heads with the typographical un- 
ion for a year or more, Mr. Bar- 
rett said, because the union “would 
not grant Mr. McCone certain con- 
cessions.” The union always had 
believed in non-interference witn

Further Liquidation of 
Speculative Accounts. 
Day’s Offerings Large- 
ly From Professional 
Sources. 


New York, May 3.—Stécks were 
moderately active and .strong at 
the opening of today’s board market 
and extremely reactionary during 
the midsession, but railied vigor- 
ously in many instances toward the 
end, when money rates eased per- 
ceptibly. 

There was further liquidation of 
speculative accounts, and in high- 
priced specialties, but a large pro- 
portion of the day’s offerings again 
originated from professional 
sources, according to board room 
gossip. 

Contraction of credits was in evi- 
dence, although this did not.apply 
to call money, which relaxed even 
before the final hour from its open- 
ing rate of 9 per cent to 7, some 
loans being made under that rate 
at the close. Rumors of a proba- 
ble advance of the local discount 
rate proved to be unfounded, but 
greater firmness was shown by the 
market for mercantile paper. 

Failure of the May day distur- 
bances to materialize was accepted 
as a favorable factor, but general 
industrial developments were not 
of a constructive character. From 
New England come reports of a 
prospective let-down in the textile 
and leather trades, while the rail- 
road situation was again compll- 
cated by greater freight congestion 
at all leading terminals between 
this city and Chicago. 

The market was slow to veshnat 
to the decision of the supreme court 
denying the petition of the govern- 
ment for a reopening of the United 
States steel case, but the entire list 
strengthened when buying of oils 
and equipments became too jinsist- 
ent to be ignored. United States 
steel closed unchanged, but several 
independent stocks of that divi- 
sion made substantial gains with 
Petroleums. 

Three Liberty issues—the 3%4’s 
first 4’s and third 4%’s—established 
still lower quotations and the en- 
tire bond market was inclined to 
ease. Total sales (par value) ag- 
gregated $13;250,000. On call the 
old United States 2’s rose ™ and 
the 4’s -4%, others showing no 
change.
